A Rediscovered Secret. 
The Art of Tempering Copper. 


Ferdinand Allard, blacksmith, of Levis, 
Que., the Canadian who recently discovered 
the long loat secret of tempering copper, 
was in Ottawa last week on business con- 
nected with his discovery, He had with 
him several copper articles tompored by his 
process. Perhaps the most interesting of 
theso was a small cannon about eighteen in- 
ches in length, tested by Col. Montizambert 
at Quebeo, The little gun was loaded to 
the muzzle with the strongest powder, driv- 
en into it with a sledge, but which on ox- 
plosion, produced no expansion on the barrel. 
Dynamite, Allard says, would only produce 
the same result. He showed aleo a copper 
plate, three-cights of an inch in thickness, 
containisg impressions of rifle bullets fired 
against it at 40 yarda’ distance with a force 
of 2,000 pounds. The indentation did not 
exceed one-third the diameter of the balls, 
while a plate of hardened stecl, two inches 
thick, at its side was shattered to pieces, 
A plate of this copper, fourteen inches thick, 
he alleges, could not’ be penetrated by the 
most powerful projectile known. 

Mr, Allard has now a cart on exhibition at 
Chicago, the tires, springs and “ironings” 
throughout made of copper, all as bright as 
the day it was constructed, The tires show 
no indentations, though driven hundreds of 
miles over stony roads, and the delicate 
epra y8 are much stronger, lighter aud more 
elastic than steel, the oxygen of air or water 
having no power to dissolve or corrode the 
metal, President and Mrs, Cleveland with 
four others drove through the streets of Chi- 
cago during their visit to the World’s Fair 
in this wonderful cart, and greatly admired 
its gold-like trappings and its tiny springs. 

The aluminium knife in the form of an or- 
dinary dinner knife, sent him to temper by 
the Cincinnati Aluminium Company, was 
particularly interesting.

promising to suppress or limit the evil-work- 
ing liquor-traffic, 

Notwithstanding all that has been done 
the Hguoe tratlic is still strong and aggresa- 
ive. It burdens our country with o fearful 
load of suffering, poverty, disease, mortality 
and crime, It is increasing in wealth, and 
has a debauching and dangerous influence in 
our political affairs. It is manifest that to 
succcasfully mect this formidable enemy 
there must be a closer uvion of our forces, 
and a more determined and uncompromising 
demand for effective legislation and law en- 
forcement. The imminent plebiscite on the 
question of prohibition is also a matter call- 
ing for special effort to secure the fullest 
possible demonstration of the people's desire 
for total prohibition. 

In view of these facts every friend of 
right is earnestly urged to use his influence 
to make the coming convention a success. 

The Convention will meet in the Temper- 
ance Hall, Temperance Street, Toronto, on 
Tueaday, October 3rd, ut 10 a.m., and will 
probably last for two days.

Locomotives made 
of his metal, in which is pure copper with- 
out any alloy, would be doubly more power- 
ful than those now in uso; his boilers and 
engines would materially shorten the time 
of tranr atlantic steamships, and the British 
fleet wrapped up in his golden mail could 
defy the projectiles of the world. 


The Crop Report. 


The Ontario Crop Bulletin, just issued, 
gives the following facts:—The total area 
under crop is 8,054,612, as compared with 
8,080,206 acres in 1892. The area of clear 
ed land devoted to pasture is 2,582,180 
acres, being an increase of 120,140 acres over 
1892. 

Fall Wheat reports indicate an average 
for the entire province of 19.6 bushels per 
acré. As the reports of thin straw and 
small and shrunken grain are common from 
all parts of Ontario, and the fields are un- 
even, our later reports from exact threshing 
results may show a yield lower rather than 
higher than this. On the whole the pros- 
pects, according to our correspondents, 
point to au average yield of fair quality. 

Spring Wheat—This is the poorest grain 
crop of the season. First, the wet spring 
gave a late and uneven start to the wheat. 
Then the drouth of many districts caused 
too rapid filling and has produced mach 
shrunken and ioferior grain. Rust has been 
common in parts of the province. The 
midge and other insects are reported as 
being very destructive this year. Grass- 
hoppers were more numerous than usual, 
aan did a large amount of destruction. On 
the whole spring wheat promises to be a 
very poor crop, small in quantity and be- 
low the average in quality—in fact, it might 
almost be set down as a failure. 

Barley had a later start than usual. 
most parts of the 


Tu 
rovince the growth of 
straw was Beck by dry weather and 
maturing took place tuo rapidly, The six- 
rowed variety appears to have done better 
than the two rowed, the short growing sea- 
son being against the er. Reports may 
be summed up thus: Total yield for the 
province below the average, grain lighter in 
weight than usual but first-class in color. 

The oat crop has not turned out so well 
as its first condition indicated, The ex- 
cessive dry weather checked the growth ot 
straw, which as a consequence is somewhat 
shorter than usual, and gives a lighter yield, 
The grain has not filled perfectly and will 
bea little light. The almost universal com- 
plaint is from grasshoppers, The total yield 
will probably fall considerably below what 
would be considered a good yield for Ontario. 

The pea crop appears to be somewhat un- 
even, very light in some places owing to 
drouth, aud rapid maturing; badly dam- 
aged by the pea bug in others, On the 
whole the crop will be aboyt up to the 
average. 

In timothy and clover hay the harvest be- 
gan about the last week of Jane and ran on 
to the last week of July, ‘The earliest cut- 
ting reported was June 20; on August 12 
some hay was yet to be cut in Muskoka. 
Clover is by far tho best crop of this season. 
Not a single report comwes of leas than one 
ton to the acre, very niany give two tons to 
the acre, some give three aud a few even go 
up to four, Although the 1892 crop was 
very large, that of 1893 is larger by 578,719 
tons. ‘The second crop of clover was practi+ 
cally a failure. 

Reports regarding the fruit 
that apples are a complete failure through: 
out the Province. Very fow give oue-third 
of a crop, while in the inajority of instances 
the answer to the question is either ‘*com- 
pleto failure” or ‘‘none.” In the Lake 
Erie district grapos appoar to be exception: 
ally fine, while pears and berries are above 
the average. In the Lake Huron district 
berries are good, and cherries and grapes 
fair. In the Georgian Bay district, cherries 
are a fine crop in Grey, while in Siméoe the 
berries aro excellout and grapes fair, © Dhe 
St. Lawrence and Ottawa, Kast Midland and 
Northern districts do not report fayorably 
on anything but berries.

Take only clean eggs to market. 
der vo do this have only clean nests, 
‘here is a wide field open for inspection 
and observation in the shipping of live 
fowls for market. 
It does not suflice to give the hens corny 
corn, corn, day after day. Bird and beast 
demand frequent changes of food as truly as 
man himself. 
The man who puts fifteen eggs under a 
hen, instead of eleven or thirteen, so as to 
make sure of a good lot of chicks, wants 
more than he will get. 
If the “shut in” hens are given a chanc® 
at cabbage they will enjoy a treat and be 
benefited, It will not take two minutes to 
set outa head or two in the yard. They 
will do the rest. 
Do not wait till the combs and toes are 
frozen before you put the hen honses in 
order for the winter. The extra lining and 
banking and that extra window can be seen 
to just as well in September as December. 

Ducks, if provided with comfortable 
quarters where they can rest at night and 
are reasonably well fed, will often com- 
mence laying the latter part of January or 
the first of February and lay very regularly 
until warm weather. 

Geese begin to lay early in March and 
will lay fourteen to eighteen eggs ; these 
should nearly always be set uoder hens, as 
it is often the case that the mother will not 
become broody until late. 


The “‘hock” in fowls is the part at the 
first joint above the toes, or, in other words, 
the place on the leg where the feathering 
stops. If the feathers project at this point 
and are large and stiff, the bird is said to be 
** vulture hocked,” as vultures haye similar 
appendages. 

One can in general say that few eggs are 
obtained from a hen that walks listlessly 
along, with little desire to scratch, but only 
willing to eat when the food is spread for 
it.

Defective Varietic Soll, ond 
Pruning, Overloaded Trees. 

There are six genoral drawbacks to the 
successful cultivetion of fine fruit, 
if underatood and acted upon by lan 
era generally throaghout the country, would 
give fraitof much higher quality than ix 
rained at the prosent time, 

Tho first of those is a defective selection 
of varietion, Many of second-rate quality are 
now in bearing whore thoysmight be yield. 
ing delicious fruit, or they may be deficient 
in productiveneas, or command only low 
price in market.

IN A VEILED OITY. 


Mrs, Lcoonowens Spends Six Ve 

Harems—Femule Polte> an 

Mrs. A.H. Leunowens, who spent six years 
at the court of the late King of Siam, was 
the wife of w leading English merchaut at 
Singapore. She was about to return to 
England when the consul had a letter from 
Bangkok informing him that the King had 
charged him to find a highly-qualified Eng- 
lish Indy, who would accept the post of 
governess, to do her ‘* best endeavorment 
upon us and our children,” of whom there 
were then some 65, Mra. Leonowens entered 
upon the project, at first with reluctance, 
and then with courageous enthusiasm, She 
had considerable dilliculty in getting the 
King to fulfill his promise that she should 
have a separate house of her own outside 
the palace limits to live in. When finally 
settled she was introduced to her pupils in 
the schoolroom—the beautiful temple of 
Watt Khoon Choom Manda Thai, ‘Temple 
of the Mothers of the Free,” in the centre 
of which stood a long table, finely carved, 
and some gilt chairs. It was here that her 
eyes were first opened to the sufferings and 
noble qualities of the women and children 
of the harem. 

In the city of Nang Harm, or Veiled 
Women, inclosed by the inner of two paral- 
lel walls round the royal palace, live none 
but women and children. The houses of 
| the royal princesses, the wives, concubines 
and relatives of the King, with their 
numerous slaves and personal attendants, 
form regular streets and avenues, with 
small parks, artificiallakes, and groups of 
fine trees scattered over minature lawns and 
beautiful flower gardens, These are the 
residences of the princesses of Siam. 

Not far off are the barracks of the Ama- 
zons, the women’s hall of justice, and che 
dungeons (where, as in the days of old, fe- 
male judges daily administer justice to the 
inhabitants of this woman’s city), the 
beautitul temple, with itslongdim gallery 
and antique style of architecture, the gym- 
nasium and the theatre, where the princess- 
es and great ladies assemble every after- 
noon to gossip, play games, or watch the 
exercises of the dancing girls. In the 
southern partof this strange city, which is 
the most populous, the mechanical slaves of 
the wives, coucubines and princesses live 
and ply their trades for the profit of their 
mistresses, This woman's city is as self- 
supporting as anyother in the world; it 
has its own laws, its judges, police, guards, 
prisons and executioners ; its markets, mer 
chants, brokers, teachers and mechanics of 
every kind and degree, and every function 
of every nature is exercised by women and 
by them only, The permanent population 
of this city is estimated at 900).

The White Star Line Pavilion was design- 


ed by M’Kim, Mead & White, of New

has two decks, with the rail and netting ae 
is seen on board ship, on the netting being 
hung life buoys with the names of the vari 
ous steamers of the company’s fleet.

The exterior is painted buff or cream colour,

Immigration to the Northwest. 


_A Montreal despatch says:—The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway authorities are no less 
disappointed than Minister Daly in the un- 
satisfactory result of this season’s immigra- 
tion to the Northwest, 

The railway company’s returns tor the 
seven months ending the 3lst July show 
that the number of homestead entries during 
that time declined from 3,210 to 2,419, or 
nearly twenty-five per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year, 
while in the number of eettlers and their 
families thus locating there was a decline 
from 9,346 to 7,415 souls, or twenty and a 
half per cent, 

During the first seven months of last year 
the number of homesteads taken up in the 
Northwest by people from Ontario was 
1,066 against 518 homesteadera from that 
Province this year, Homesteaders who 
emigrated from Quebec during the same 
period last year numbered 125 against 50 
this year, 

While there has been a very large falling 
off in the numbers of immigrants avriviog 
from the United Kingdom this year, for the 
Rnoas of taking up homesteads in the 

orthwest, the loss is more than compen: 
sated for hy the number who have arrived 
from the United States to settle in the Terri- 
tories, the number of homestead entries 
made this year by this class of immigrants 
having increased during the seven months 
from 234 to 492 or 112 por cent, as compared 
with the same period last year,
